hidden phase of plant life, the growth of 
roots. Both this action and the completo 
life eycle of a plant were clearly de- 
picted through the medium of lapse-time 
moving pictures. Also showm was a reel 
about the development of Dodder, or Gold 
thread, which begins life on its own, but 
soon becomes a parasite by attaching its 
encircling stems to a host plant and dis- 
pensing with its own roots. The final 
reel showed the "Jitter-bird of the Weter- 
ways' in action. (Water Ouzel or American 
Dipper to you.) Intimate housekeeping 
scenes in the lives of Hermit Thrushes,

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NATURE SIDELIGHTS 

“AS. old as a redwood" metaphorically ex 
presses, as-far Caiifornia plants are 
concerned, the popular idea of something 
as old os Methuselah. But over on Mt. Tam- 
alpais, overlooking the old boys down in 
Muir Woods, grow manzanitas which may be 
just as old or older. They are the so- 
called stump-sprouters, which instead of 
being killed by fires, sprout with renewed 
vigor from the woody root-crown after a 
fire. As years pass ond periodic fires 
Sweep through the chaparral or brush com-~ 
posed of these resurrection plants, their 
woody crowns grow broader and broader and 
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eventually form gnarled platforms which are 


very ancient, no one knows reselly how old. 
Jom Muir once wrote that the Big Tree was 
the only thing that could live long enough 
to be sure: of being struck by lightning;
